MWCPD later charged editor-in- 
chief Betsy Rohaly with the cold- 
blooded slaying. She is being held 
with no bail in the ACL Male Hous- 
ing quarters. 

The reported murder weapons 
were a .35 caliber shotgun and 
x-acto knives. The knives are com- 
monly used in routine newspaper 



paste-up and layout. The shotgun 
was not BULLET property. It 
seems that the suspect, in a fit of 
rage, grabbed the nearest im- 
plements on her desk. 

When asked why she would do 
such a thing, Rohaly replied "they 
were getting to be a pain in the ass, 
so I decided to get rid of them." 

It was reported that several days 
prior to the alleged slaying, Rohaly 
had been irritable, bitchy, and 
generally unhappy.

Born in Kansas in November of 
1960, McGurk attended various 
correctional institutions before ar- 
riving at the peak of his criminal 
life at Mary Washington College. 
Here at Mary Washington he has 
been notorious for various acts of 
indiscretion, including lewd 
behavior in public and obnoxious 
behavior in private. 

Known to his close "business 
associates" as Two Dogs, McGurk 
had built for himself a reputation 
for being ruthless in social situa- 
tions. Using all the evil devices of 
social intimidation in public, 
McGurk, accompanied by infamous 
Kingpins of the Mary Washington 
College underworld, established a 
kingdom of obnoxious behavior 
and was in fact, quite successful at 
becoming disliked and sometimes 
intensely hated. 

A two year resident of Bushnell 
Residence Hall, McGurk surround- 
ed himself with luxury, a fast 
woman, fast cars, big industry and 
all the trappings of a perverse and 
fattening life. A close friend, John 
"Hoffenburger with cheese" Hoff- 
man, said of McGurk, "I hated him. 
He was obnoxious and disliked by 
almost everyone with whom he 
dealt. A cruel man, but fair. . . and 
famous for being a cry-baby. I am 
glad he is dead, I have never been 
happier." 

Another close friend, and 
McGurk's roommate, Mark Ingrao, 
said of him, "He had disgusting 
habits, he was overweight, he had 
bad breath, and his entire attitude 
was disgusting. His clothes were a . 
shambles and he treated no one 
with any respect. But, I guess all in 
all, he was o.k. After all, I have his 
behavior to thank for this nice 
room that I have all to myself." 

Laurie Scherer, McGurk's female 
companion was at a party and was 
too drunk for comment. 

Jacqueline Conciatore 

Jacqueline Anne Conciatore, 
Bullet News Editor, died yesterday 
in MWC's Mercer Hall after enrag- 
ed Bullet editor Betsy Rohaly open- 
ed fire in Room 304 of ACL, fatally 
wounding all six of her editorial 
board members. The 19 year old 
Conciatore is originally from Dan- 
burg, CT. 

Conciatore's career interests lied 
with journalism. A friend recalls 
her adamantly saying, "I'm going 
to write for a newspaper if it kills

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ordered her to stop. When Nash 
refused, Rohaly pulled the trigger. 

Nash was born in Greely, Col- 
orado, but moved with her family to 
Virginia, when she was quite 
young. Since an early age, she has 
plotted ways of extorting money:

Houston Kempton 



J. Houston Kempton was yet 
another of the BULLET editorial 
staff members who perished in 
Monday's bizzare mass murder. 
Kempton was born in Washington, 
D.C. and spent his childhood in 
McLean, Virginia. 

"He was a doer and a go-getter," 
commented one of his high school 
teachers, "he was destined for the 
top. It was no surprise when he 
wound up at Mary Washington 
College in 1975. 

Kempton, who was in his sixth 
year at MWC, had earned a reputa- 
tion as a master frisbee player and 
TV critic, but is most remembered 
as one of MWC's greatest lovers. 
"I can't recall him ever going home 
from a keg party alone," com- 
mented one of his ex-roommates. 
"He was just hot in bed," recalls an 
old female acquaintance.

Just as people argue about the 
cultural content of television, 
debates once took place about 
whether anything intelligent was 
ever put on record. This question 
was answered once and for all with 
the creation of the Pi Are Square 
label back in 1960 by a grandson of 
the late genius Albert Einstein. 

At first, Sergio Einstein showed 
a flair for attracting new listeners 
with hit releases like "Meet The 
Einsteins", "Q. Are We Not Men? 
A: We're Geniuses", and the 
2-record set "ERT-Einstein 
Relativity Training". But then 
disaster struck. Bombs like "You 
Too Can Learn The Quadratic For- 
mula", "Quantum Theory, Yeah, 
Yeah, Yeah,", and the 9-album 
package "Plane Geometry 101 and 
102" eventually led to the demise 
of Pi Are Square, the PBS of rock, 
in 1967 

But 10 years later, that label was 
revived, though hardly in the same 
form as beWe. OlH-time covhoy 
star turned singer Oklahoma Tex 
Stinkfoot, The Lonesome Cowboy, 
bought out Einstein and proceeded 
to establish himself as this genera- 
tion's Dick Clark- only instead of 
finding new artists to exploit, he 
merely takes advantages of cur- 
rently popular ones. And through 
three albums, "When You Say 
Stink, You've Said It All", "Stinko 
Sapien", and "You Stink Up My 
Life"- the third one gave him his 
only hit single, "Don't Fall In Love 
With A Stinker"- his singing has 
more than explained why he is 
nicknamed The Lonesome Cowboy. 
Maybe he's learned from his 
mistakes because, thankfully, his 
new double set, "You've Heard The 
Best, You've Heard The Rest, Now 
Hear This", only contains one 
Stinkfoot vocal, a touching and 
poignant ballad about a woman's 
love for, and subsequent rejection 
of, an Allied Van Lines moving man 
called "Go Truck Yourself": 

"We were going to move away 
together/ Then you put my love on 
the shelf, 

I was going to move you across the 
country/ But now go truck 
yourself'' 

The remainder of the songs are 
live cuts from Tex's studio in the 
combination Auditorium and Oc- 
cupational Therapy room at the 
Oklahoma V.A. (Violently Ad- 
dlebrained) Hospital just outside of 



Oklahoma City. The list of con- 
tributors, doing originals and first 
drafts of their current Mts. is stag- 
gering: 

Carly Simon- It was Tex who per- 
suaded her not to call her current 
Top 10 hit, "Jesse, If You Come By 
Here Again, I'm Going To Bash In 
Your Head With A Sledgehammer, 
You Idiotic Moron", but that's the 
version you get to hear 



Leonard Skinner- Leonard had 
just met a groupie from Florida and 
Tex had to talk him out of naming 
one of his biggest songs "Sweet 
Home Tallahasee", but you get to 
hear it from Tex. 

Jackson Brown- The first draft of 
the title cut from his current album 
was written after looking at a 
Playboy centerfold in Tex's office. 
But, fortunately, Tex got to him in 
cime and prevented the song and 
the album from being called "Fold 
Out". 

Bruce Springstine- A remarkable 
original, written after his current 
album, "The Riverbed", called 
"I've Got Those Get Me The Ford, 
Get Me The Dodge, My Chevy's In 
The Damn Garage' Blues" is, as is 
always the case from him, the 
highlight of the album. (After 
Bruce's number, Tex quipped, "He 
really brought down the house. 
Repair work will begin next week. 
There were no serious injuries.") 

Other artists on this package in- 
clude Paul Simon, Joe Simon, Sim- 
ple Simon and the Piemen, The 
Doobie Brothers, The Bellamy 
Brothers, The Blues Brothers and 
Dr. Joyce Brothers, all with in- 
troductions from Tex a la Don 
Kirshner- i.e. everyone is his "good 
friend." It's an impressive set, one 
which will probably bring money 
and renewed credibility to Pi Are 
Square records. But, the one thing 
I'm wondering about is, is this 
what Albert Einstein would have 
wanted?

Ralph Sampson, the University 
of Virginia's 7-foot-4-inch All- 
American center, announced last 
night that he will transfer to Mary 
Washington College. The talented 
sophomore will join the Blue Tide 
next fall. 

The move surprised everyone as 
Sampson had never given any in- 
dication that he would transfer 
especially to MWC.
